Six others were 
wounded.

+ calm upon the arrival, but disorder 
broke out again later, accompanied 
“by wild firing, which made the 
streets extremely dangerous for 
- pedestrians.

SPECIAL TREATIES. 
PLANNED BY U. 8. 
ABOUT MANDATES 


To Negotiate Agreements 
With Allies on Awards 
to Which America Has 
Protested. 

EXPECT TO SETTLE 

YAP PROBLEM FIRST 


Action Necessary Because 
Separate Treaties Be- 
tween U. S. and Central 
Powers Eliminate Man- 
date Provisions.

Washington, <Aegust 29.— The 
United States government will make 
special] treaties with the allied pow- 
ers covering. settiement of mandate 
awards, made among themselves un- 
der the Versailles treaty but against 
which this government has entered 
forma] protest. 

The first of these probably will 
cover the Japanese mandate over 
the island of Yap. Negotiations 
have been going fosward for some 
time between the United States and 
Japan, designed to permit of this} 
country participating equally with 
other powers in that important in- 
ternational cable center. When an 
agreement is reached it will be 
drafted in the form of a treaty, it 
is' said, which will have to be ap- 
proved by the other allied powers. 
No objection is expected to come 
from these powers on the solution 
of the problem expected to be 
reached between Secretary Hughes 
and the Japanese foreign office and 
the whole matter mw expected to be 
the armament 


A similar situation exists in 
straightening otit the mandate ques- 
tion in Mesopotamia. Establish- 
merit of American rights in that ter- 
ritory will have to be done by treaty 
also, because the separate treaty 
between this country and Germany 
eliminates the provisions of the Ver- 
sailles pact covering Japanese man- 
date awards. 

The procedure confirms an exclu- 
sive forecast made in these dis- 
patches that the peace basis with 
Germany would entail tripartite 
negotiations between the United 
States, the allies and Germany, 
from which treaties, confirming 
America’s rights and privileges as 
set forth in the Versailles treaty, 
would result and have to be rati- 
fied by all three.

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German President | 
Takes Firm Stand 
Against Disorder 


To Suppress Insurrections 
With Iron Hand, Govern- 
ment Proclaims. 


Berlin, August 29.— (By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—After a meeting of 
the German cabinet today President 
Ebert issued a decree prohibiting 
meetings, processions, demonstra- 
tions and the publication of peri- 
odicals and pamphlets likely to en- 
courage seditious movements. 

The government has proclaimed 
its intention to suppress with an 
iron hand and unrelenting severity 


all insurrections or attempts to sub- 
vert public order. 

The proclamation admits that the 
government has become -gravely 
concerned owing to the disintegra- 
tion of public morals in Germany, 
which fact, it declares, threatens 
to “undermine the foundations of 
the state and empire.“ 

“In a time when the nation’s vi- 
tality should be devoted to repair- 
ing the moral, social and economic 
injuries inflicted by war,“ the 
proclamation says, “unbridled agi- 
tation is openly’ attempting to un- 
dermine the political and constitu- 
toinal foundations on which the 
new German republic is to be 
erected. 

“The tenor of the press which is 
furthering these malicious endeav- 
ors daily is becoming more plain 
spoken and reveals a fixed plan by 
unscrupulous elements, Who are 
aiding in the overthrow of consti- 
National 
emergencies demand that these 
machinations of unscrupulous and 
misguided elements be Opposed with 
an iron hand. 

“The government therefore is de- 
termined to undertake that which 
the circumstances of the hour and 
the provocation of the foes of the 
constitution make imperative. The 
government will proceed with un- 
relenting severity against any and 
every insurrection, and it calls upon 
all organs of law and order to 
carry out the provisions of this de- 
cree firmly but impartially.”

Shooting of Gwinnett Man 

Saturday Results in} 
Harbin and Cates Being 
Incarcerated. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., August 29.— 
(Special.)—Will Harbin has been 
placed in jail here charged with the 
murde rof Ray Landers, a farmer, 
Saturday afternoon. Both men are 
said to have been intoxicated and 
became involved in a row, which 
resulted in Landers being shot and 
dying a short time later. 

There were no eye-witnesses of 
the shooting, it is stated, but Lan- 
ders and Harbin were both-armed, 
according to reports. Sheriff Gar- 
ner arrived on the scene shortly 
after the tragedy, and following an 
investigation, he arrested a man 
named Cates today in addition to 
Harbin on suspicion for accessory 
to the crime. 

Landers was wounded with a shot- 
gun, the discharge entering below 
one of his knees. He bled to death 
before medical attention could be 
rendered. All of the parties in- 
volved in the shooting reside in 


the southwestern part of the county.

Riga, August 29.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) — The soviet authori- 
ties have offered Dr. Fridtjof Nan- 
sen, a first mortgage, backed by all 
the Russian assets as security, for 
the 10,000,000 pound loan which he 
is trying to raise among the Eu- 
ropean governments for famine re- 
lief work in Russia. It is ‘under- 
stood that it also has been agreed 
to take up later the question of rec- 
ognition of the old Russian debts. 


TWO ACQUITTED

Roanoke, Va., August 29.—J. H. 
Rutledge was killed and J. H. Whit- 
lock was shot through a foot here 
early yesterday morning in a dual 
domestie tragedy. 

J. M. Walden, a railwaw fireman, 
who killed Rutledge when he found 
him in his home, was this morning, 
after a preliminary hearing, acquit- 
ted of a charge of murder. N. A. 
Fisher. also a railway fireman, 
charged with maliciously assaulting 
J. H. Whitlock by shooting him in 
the foot, was acquitted. 

Fisher and Walden were suppos- 
ed to have left the city on a visit 
Saturday afternoon. They returned} 
that night to the home of Walden, 
where they found their wives with 
Whitlock and Rutledge.

Atlanta’s campaign for the resto- 
ration of her tax rate to $1.50 will 
end today with an appeal at ten 
joint rallies of the voters of thirty- 
two school communities., Tomor- 
row the voters will render their 
verdict, on which will depend the 
opening of the schools this fall. 

Monday night the tax restoration 
received the indorsement of citizens 
at meetings held at Capitol avenue 
and Haygood street, W. F. Slaton 
school, and a negro rally at the 
West Mitchell Street church. Mayor 
Key, Superintendent W. A. Sutton 
and others spoke. 

Another feature of the campaign 
Monday was the issuance of a state- 
ment by the grammar school princi- 
pals of the city asserting their be- 
lief that the failure of the people 
to vote the tax restoration would 
be the most “far-reaching calamity 
that could befall] this city.”

At the meetings Tuesday after- 
noon and night speakers will carry 
the message of the tax restoration 
to hundreds of citizens and the 
future of the schools För the bal- 
ance of the year will rest in their 
hands, ;

Candidates 
of the ward are invited to speak 
and the tax raise will be discussed.

irate Husband and Outraged 
Father Wreak Vengeance 
on Legislative Reformer. 


Washington, August 29.—An irate 
husband and an outraged father 
have added their bit to the trials and 
tribulations of Congressman Man- 
vel Herrick, of Oklahoma, and his 
bill for the abolishment of newspa- 
per beauty contests. 

Charging that Herrick had writ- 
ten insulting letters to his wife, 
John O’Brien, a husky navy yard 
machinist, invaded Herrick‘s office 
in the house office building at noon 
Monday. armed with a statement 
which he demanded that Herrick 
sin. The statement repudiated one 
that Herrick is alleged to have 
made, declaring that Mrs. O’Brien 
had apologized for turning Her- 
rick’s missives over to postoffice in- 
spectors.. 

Follows to Car. 

According to spectators, Herrick 
refused to sign on the dotted line 
and escaped O’Brien by fleeing down 
the ‘corridor of the house office 
building, reaching the street and 
catching a passing street car on the 
run. O’Brien followed, overtook the 
car and for several blocks stood 
over the congressman demanding his 
signature to the statement, 

As the car neared the business 
district, O’Brien insisted on immedi- 
ate action. Herrick is said to have 
pleaded for time, and O’Brien con- 
sented to call later. 

Joining forces with C. A. Har- 
baugh, whose daughter is reported 
to have received similar letters from 
the congressman, and from whom 
Herrick alleges he received written 
apologies, O’Brién called again at 
Herrick's office early Monday eve- 
ning. 

“F'ree-for-All.” 

As they entered his office, Her - 
rick, it is reported, sought to es- 
cape, O’Brien blocking his pathway. 
Eluding the husky machinist, the 
congressman charged towards the 
door, only to find it blocked by 
Harbaugh. A free-for-all followed, 
during which chairs, tables and 
sereens mingled with the irate 
father: and enraged machinist, all 
conspiring against the unhappy con- 
gressman. 

Herrick finally made his escape. 
taking refuge in the office of Dan A. 
Southerland, delegate from Alaska. 
O’Brien and Harbaugh followed in 
his wake, but were persuaded to 
take their troubes to the district 
authorities by Southerland. 

According to Harbaugh, proceed- 
ings will be started against the 
congressman in the district court, 
unless Herrick makes amends to 
Harbaugh’s daughter. O’Brien is 
stil} undecided’ whether to pursue 
direct action or — to the courts. | 


Georgians Paid 
$ 36, 789,083.94 
To U. S. in Year 


Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment Gives Collection Fig- 
ures in State for 1921. 


Censtitution Bureau,

Washington, August 29.—(Special 
by Constitution Leased Wire.)—-To- 
tal collections by the internal rev- 
enue department in the state of 
Georgia for the fiscal year 1921 
were given as $36,789,083.94, accord- 
ing to Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Blair, who issued a pre- 
liminary statement today. Of the 
$28,786,502.73 was derived 
from income and profit tax, while 
miscellaneous taxes represented $8,- 
002,581.21. 

Comparative figures for the state 
with collections during 1920 show a 
decrease of 15 per cent, or from 
$43,264,503 to the sum named. 

While there was a noticeable de- 
crease in the internal revenue col- 
lections from all sources during the 
fiscal year 1921, as compared with 
the year previous, the cost of col- 
lection advanced from 55 cents to 
88 cents for each $100 collected, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Blair. 

Inereased Cost. 

The increasing: cost of operating 
the internal revenue service during 
1921, which amounted to about $40,- 
000,000, the commzussioner explained, 
was mainly due to reduced collec- 
tions and increased expense in su- 
pervising regulatory laws. 

Total collections for 1921 amount- 
ed to $4,596,000,765 against $5,407,- 
590,251 in 1920, while income and 
profits taxes yielded $3,225,790,653, 
compared with $3,966,936,003 the 
previous year, and miscellaneous 
taxes produced 31.369, 210,112 against 
31.450,44, 248 in 1920. 

Income and profits taxes repre- 
sented 70 per cent and miscellaneous 
taxes 30 per cent of total receipts 
during 1921, compared with 73 per 
cent for income and profits taxes 
and 27 per cent for miscellaneous 
tax during the previous year. 

Prehibition Income. 

Receipts from the national pro- 
hibition act during 1921, were 82. 
152,083, as compared with $641,029 
collected during the previous fiscal 


year. In additjon, Commissioner 
Blair estimat that collections 
made by the justice department 
from fines and forfeiture for vio- 
lations 2 4 act would approxi- 
mate $2,500,000.

Seventeen Associations 
Decline to Vote for Mc- 
Calley While Sixteen 
Vote in His Favor. 


FOUR ASSOCIATIONS 
ARE NOT REPRESENTED 


Mrs. George Obear, Jr. 
Announces the Woman’s 
Club Has Not Indorsed 
Any Candidate. 


The effort on the part of certain 
Parent-Teacher associations of At- 
lanta to put the Atlanta council on 


record as indorsing the candidacy 
of W. L. McCalley, who is a candi- 
date for the board of education in 
the fifth district against Mrs. A. G. 
Helmer, met with defeat at a meet- 
ing held in the chamber of com- 
merece assembly hall on Monday aft- 
ernoon. 

Representatives of sixteen organi- 
zations voted to indorse McCalley, 
while leaders of seventeen organi- 
zations declined to vote in his favor 
or to pledge their support to either 
candidate. Four associations were 
not represented. 

The meeting of the Atlanta counci) 
was called by Mrs. Frank McCor- 
mack, president, after Mrs. Z. V. 
Peterson, representing fifteen aseo- 
elations, had made a formal demand 
for such a gathering to be held for 
the purpose of going on record in 
faver of Mr. McCalley. 

Vote by Schools. 

The vote on the question at the 
gathering Monday was taken by 
schools, this being done on the 
motion of Mrs. David Wise, corre- 
sponding secretary of the council. 
She asked that the by-laws, which 
allow a vote for each officer of each 
association and each chairman of 
the standing committte of each as- 
sociation, be suspended, and that 
each school represented be allowed 
one vote. This resolution was car- 
ried and the vote on indorsing Mr. 
McCalley followed. 

With the suspension of the reg- 
ular voting provisions and the 
granting of one vote to each asso- 
ciation, Mrs. McCormack explained 
from the chair that the departure 


from the brocedürt provided in the 
by-laws made the meeting an in- 
dependent 


session rather than a 
called meeting. In her explanation 
she officially designated the gather- 
ing ag an independent meeting. 

Virtually the entire session of 
the cauncil was given over to warm 
discuasion of eligibility of the dif- 
ferent associations to vote. The 
question as it came before the 
couneil involved the payment of 
dues of 25 cents from each school. 
It was finally decided not to Insist 
at present on this payment. 

In connection with this question, 
a discussion was precipitated on 
whether persons other than mem- 
bers of the council should be per- 
mitted to remain at the meeting. 
Howard McCutcheon, of the 
third ward, led the forces which 
supported the move to exclude all 
but the members.

TREATY. 

Waskington. August 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Signature of a 
treaty between the United States 
and Hungary, set „for late today, 
according to Budapest dispatches.

States under President Harding with 
whom 
the United States deciared war in 
1917. The treaty with Austria was 
signed last Wednesday at Vienna, 
and that with Germany the follow- 
ing day at Berlin.

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LEAGUE ACCEPTS 


SILESIA PROBLEM 


Geneva, August 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.})—The council of the 
league of nations has accepted the 
task of solving the question of the 
disposition of Upper Silesia. Vis- 
count Ishii, as president of the 
council, so informed Premier Briand, 
of France, after today’s session of 
the council. 

Discussion of the subject, how- 
ever, will not be started before 
Thursday, the councillors meantime 
studying the voluminous documents 
of the tangled case, which were dis- 
tributed to them today. Whether 
Germany and Poland will be invited 
to send representatives to present 
their claims and explain their cases 
to the council is to be decided 
Thursday. 

When the council convenes to- 
morrow to deal with routine affairs, 
it will be presided over by Dr. V. K. 
Wellington Koo, of China, Viscount 
Ishii will take the president’s chair 
when the extraordinary sessions for 
the Silesian deliberations are called. 

The question of the presiding of- 
ficer was raised by the Brazilian 
representative, Dr. Gaston Da Cun- 
ha. who suggested that. since the 
,extraordinary and regular sessions 
72 the ecuncil would coincide, Dr. 
— be given the presidency for 

he regular, procedure. Arthur J. 
Balfour reptesenting Great Britain, 
pointed out that “the case was ex- 
ceptional and justified exceptional 
procedure.“ and it was agreed that 
Dr. Koo should preside over the reg- 
ular sessions with Viscount Ishii as- 
suming the office during the Sile- 
sjan discussions. ; 

League circies are much elated 
over the prospects of the early con- 
vening of the international court of 
justice as twenty-eight states, 
three more than the r-umber requir- 
ed to put the court into effect, have 
ratified the project. Hence, the 
eleven judges of the court will be 
elected by the forthcoming meeting 
of the assembly. 

Ninety candidates thus far have 
been named, among them former 
President Poincare ,of France, nom- 
inated by Portugal. As soon as 
convenient after the election, the 
court will be convened at The 
Hague. It is confidently expected 
here that one or more Americans 
will be on the bench. 

The electoin of Elihu Root is 
looked upon as a foregone conclu- 
sion if he allows his name to go 
before the assembly; otherwise, the 


Americans nominated is most likely. 
The Albanian delegation to the 
assembly of the league already has 
arrived here and has announced its 
intention to appeal to the assembly 
from the decision of the council 
in referring Albania's complaints 
against Greece and Jugo-Slavia to 
the ambassador’s council. This 
question promises to enliven. the 
proceedings of the assembly. 

Some of the smaller powers have 
announced their intention of pro- 
testing on the floor of the assem- 
bly against the predominance of 
British on the staff of the secre- 
tariat of the league. They will ask 
for representation on the organiza- 
tions of the league in proportion to 
their participation in its expenses. 


L. T. G L. NEUTRAL 
IN RAIL DISPUTE 


Atlantic City, N. J., August 29.— 
The executive council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has decided 
to take no action regarding rail- 
road wage reductions. 

Members said today, however, that 
the council stood ready to assemble 
in special conference and give any 
aid possible should it be requested 


to do so by any of the organizations 


of union railroad workers. 

The council in .accordance with 
the instructions of the Denver con- 
vention is working on a plan to 
bring about public ownership and 
democratic control.” of the nation’s 
railroad system. But nothing defi- 
nite in this can be expected for some 
months, labor leaders say, as it is

impoverish the workers as well as 
the farmers.”

A PITIFUL SITUATION. 
It is bad enough for a great, 


rich state like Georgia to starve 
its schools and institutions of 
higher education, but when its 
parsimony reaches into its asylum 
for the insane and withholds from 
It the funds necessary for its sus- 
tenance the situation is, indeed, 
pitiful. 

Yet that is the deplorable sit- 
uation in Georgia, the board of 
trustees of the Georgia State 
Sanitarium at Milledgeville hav- 
ing been compelled to notify the 
various counties that no new pa- 
tients can be given asylum in that 
institution except as vacancies 
may occur. 

Here in part is the notice that 
has been sent out by L. H. Jones, 
superintendent: 

"ae appearing to the board of 
trustees that the funds appropriat- 


ed to the support and maintenance 
of the state sanitarium in the cur- 


rent year will not be sufficient for 


such purpose, and that the legisla- 
ture has failed to grant the de- 
ficiency appropriation asked by the 
board, and it further appearing that 
the legislature has failed to grant 
the supplementary appropriation 
needed for the completion of the 
new building now under way, and 
urgently needed for the relief of 
the present congestion in the sani- 
tarium, it was after due considera- 
tion, 

“Ordered, : 

That the superintendent shall at 
once notify the several ordinaries 
of the state that due to the above 
causes it will not be possible for 
the sanitarium to receive further 
patients unti] sufficient funds are 
in hand for their care; provided, 
that the superintendent may, in his 
discretion, and as vacancies occur, 
receive such cases as should have 
immediate attention. 

The law requires that in case a 
citizen becomes insane he shall 
be committed to the state sani- 
tarlum, there to be treated and 
confined until cured. 

This is done for the benefit of 
the unfortunate patient as well as 
for the protection of society. 

But since the hospital for the 
insane is already crowded to sa- 
pacity and the state legislature has 
refused to make additional facili- 
ties possible, the question arises, 
What is to be done with our luna- 
tics? 

When one of our state educa- 
tional institutiors is starved to a 
point where it can no longer func- 
tion the trustees can partially re- 
lieve the situation by the charge 
of tuition fees.

Tax Equalization Law 
With Enforcement ‘Teeth 
Salvation of Mississippi 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


Jackson, Miss., August 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) — The constitution of Missis- 
sippi provides for an ad valorem 
system of taxation, and for occu- 
pational taxes. It leaves the rates 
to the legislature, but requires 
untformity. r 

The salvation of the state fiscally 
has been the tax equalization law, 
passed in 1918, and administered 
through a state tax commission of 
three members, with a bonded sec- 
retary and necessary clerical help. 

This commission is clothed, by 
the equalization law, with plenary 
authority in tax matters, in con- 
formity, of course, with the const 
tution and the statutes. 

It is amenable only to the people 
through the legislature, and is not 
a subsidiary department of the 
comptroller’s office. 8 

In other words, it functions with 
an individual responsibility. 

The commission is not only the 
tax administration of the state, Dut 
it is the court of equalization. In 
addition, it is required by law to 
budget the state institutions prior to 
each biennial legislature; and to it 
is delegated by law the authority 
for legislative recommendatons as 
to all taxes and revenue-producing 
matters. 

It is this commission, therefore, 
backed by a law with teeth, that is 
revolutionizing the fiscal status of 
Mississippi; and which has in three 
years snatched the state from 2 
tangled mass of debts and deficits 
to a position of financial affluence; 
with a progressive spirit toward her 
institutions that is a fitting example 
for other states in the union, 


Rate Not Limited 
By the Constitution. 


The ad valorem rate, being un- 
hampered by constitutional inhibi- 
tions, the last legislature fixed it 
for 1920 and 1921 at 9 mills on the 
dollar—nine-tenths of 1 per cent. 
That {8 for the state tax only, the 
funds from which are allocated to 
schools, governmental expenses, 
pensions, constitutional expenses, 
etc. It applies alike to all property 
subject to taxation, real and per- 
sonal. Real property includes land, 
plus improvements; fimber, etc., 
while railroads, telephone lines, roll- 
ing stock and other taxable equip- 
ment must pay upon assessed valu- 
ations the ad valorem rate. Publie 
service corporations of all kinds 
are similarly taxed. 

The ad valorem has been produc- 
ing, however, a little more than 
one-third of the gross revenues of 
the state. The other sources have 
been principally the license taxes, 
known, as in Georgia, as the “gen- 
eral revenue act;” a strong inher- 
itance tax; a teethless and spineless 
income tax, from which the state 
gets slightly more than the expense 
of collecting—and the premium 
taxes imposed upon insurance com- 
panies. In addition to these the 
state receives annually around one 
ruillion dollars net earnings from 
her three large penitentiary planta- 
tions, the able bodied male convicts 
of Mississippi being employed ex- 
clusively on the state farms. 

Let me say here, by way of 
parenthesis, that Mississippi has 
one of the best penal systems of 
any state in the union, where hu- 
manity, sanitation, hygiene, health, 
etc., predominate in treatment; and 
where a state’s revenues are very 
potentially increased each year by 
a program of labor that has none of 
the reprehensible features of the old 


~ 


convict lease system. 


Equalization Law 


The State’s Salvation. 

Getting back to the taxation sys- 
tem: 

As I stated, the equalization law 
has been responsible for the revo- 
lution in Mississippl. 

Previous to the creation of the 
tax commisslon, there was the 
greatest inequality among the as- 
sessments of the eighty-one coun- 
ties compared one with the other. 
Such a situation was brought about 
by efforts of the supervisors to save 
state taxes for the citizens of his 
county by reducing the assessments 
to the minimum, and increasing the 
county tax rates to the maximum. 
Such evil pragtice had gone on 80 
long that some of the richer coun- 
ties of the state were assessed for 
less than 20 per cent of their value, 
while some of the poorer counties 
were assessed for nearly full value. 
It is obvious that some of the citi- 
zens of the state were paying four 
times as much state taxes as oth- 
ers. The creation of the state tax 
commission was to prevent this 
evil. 

The tax commission was never pur- 
posed by the legislature to equalize 
assessments among individuals. This 


„duty was left to the supervisors. 


It had been their practice to make 
very few changes in assessments, re- 
gardiess of inequalities, because to 
increase assessments created the III 
will of the taxpayers. The real re- 
sponsibility of equalizing assess- 
ments among taxpayers was shirk- 
ed. But, by the orders of the tax 
commission, to increase assessments, 
the supervisors are now forced to 
shoulder .responsibilities that they 
had previously evaded. 

The law requires the county su- 
pervisors, which in each county 18 
an equalization board, to make oath 
that they have accepted no under- 
valuation of property, and that they 


have endeavored to fix the assess- 
ments, equal and uniform, among 
all persons, according to the value 
of their property within the coun- 
ty. Certain penalties are tmposed 
upon the boards of supervisors, 
making them liable to the taxpayer 
when his assessment is increased 
beyond its value, where the super- 
visors carry out instructions of the 
tax commission, by adding a fixed 
percentum to each assessment on the 


roll. 
Complaints Are Made 
As in Georgia Today. 

There are instances of complaint 
in Mississippi about the administra- 
tion of the tax law, as in Georgia, 


and the explanation is very much 
the same. In discussing with me 
this feature, one of the tax com- 
missioners s:

“The legislature should place the 
proper safeguard around the au- 
thority of the supervisors to impose 
county tax rates. In Kansas, the 
maximum of the county tax rate is 
graduated according to the grand 
total valuation of the county—the 
larger the total valuation, the 
smaller the maximum for s coun- 
ty tax rate. By euch law, the leg- 
islature may, itself, to a large ex- 
tent, overcome the trouble which 
the tax commission was created to 
prevent.” 

The state tax commission is al- 
ready preparing its recommenda- 
tions for the session of the as- 
sembly which convenes in January. 
One of the things to be demanded 
will be the county map system. 
Diecussing it, this commissioner 
sald: 

“Maps are most helpful to the 
assessor in making the assessment 
of lands. The law now requires 


the supervisors to furnish him with 
maps, but our observation is that in 
most of the counties this is not done. 
The supervisors fail eto furnish 
same. Some penalty should be im- 
posed on the supervisors for falling 
to furnish the assessor with neces- 
sary maps. They should be required 
to have a map of the county made, 
by the first of February, of each 
year, within which a land assess- 
ment is to be made, showing the 
names of the land owners. The map 
should be in book form with a page 
for each municipality and town- 
ship. The scale should be two 
inches to the mile. A small map of 
the county should appear on the 
first page, which should be used 
as an index to the maps of the mu- 
nicipalities and the townships. It 
should show, too, the boundaries of 
the school and road districts: of the 
municipalities, and of the super- 
visor’s districts; the roads and high- 
ways; the telephone, telegraph and 
railroad lines. The maps of the mu- 
nicipalities and townships should 
show such things, too, and the 
names of the property owners, and 
the considerations paid for lands 
transferred, during the last two pre- 
ceding calendar years. It may be 
expensive to have the first map pre- 
pared, but it will not be near 80 
a lla to furnish revisions there- 
after.” 


Log Tax on Timber 
Will Be Urged. 


Another radical recommendation 


will be a log tax on timber in lieu 
of the ad valorem. In the esti- 
mation of the tax commission a log 
tax “is a far better system of taxa- 
tion than the ad valorem tax, he- 
Cause the timber owner will cut 
his timber as soon as possible in or- 
der to avoid the payment of ad 
valorem taxes; and, in doing so, will 
use steam skidders and other ma- 
chines, which will destroy the young 
timber, while a tax on timber, as 
it is cut, will conserve the timber 
of the state, and the conservation 
of timber is really going to be a 
more serious problem than taxation. 
Its need is growing greater daily for 
fuel and building purposes. If the 
log tax and a law preventing the 
cutting of trees, until they have 
reached a certain size were enact- 
ed, Mississippi would have timber 
for many years; but, with the ad 
valorem tax and no restraint on the 
ruthless system empléyed by the 
timber owners in gathering timber, 
there will be no timber in Missis- 
sippi for the next generation. The 
land, on which the timber crop is 
growing, even with the log tax, 
should be taxed as farm land, ac- 
cording to its value.” 


An income Tax Law 
That Is Ineffective. 


About the income tax law which 
Mississippi has on its books the tax 
commissioner declared: 

„Mississippi has one, which is de- 
fective in that it has’ no specific 


penalties for its enforcement and it 
makes no provision for a system of 
inspection or examination of the 
books, accounts, etc., of the tax- 
payer for the purpose of verifica- 
tion of the returns made by him. 
The tax rate is not graduated. If 
we are to have an income tax law, 
one should be enacted, which would 
be effective. Like our other rev- 
enue statutes its effectiveness de- 
pends on the honesty of the tax- 
payer; it penalizes honesty and re- 
wards dishonesty with an exemption 
from taxation. Whether an effec- 
tive income law’ is substituted or 
not, the present law should be re- 
pealed. 

“The United States government 
has an effective law. If we are to 
have an income tax law, the legis- 


lature should copy after the fed- 
eral law, as much as possible. In 
some other states, the returns to 
the internal revenue department are 
accepted as the returns for the 
state; and, with some adjustments 
so as to take. care of peculiarities 
of state taxation, such as an ap- 
portionment of the income between 
this state and other states, in which 
the taxpayer’s incOme is earned, the 
taxes for the state are paid on sugh 
returns.” 


‘ecemmendation to 


The Next Legislature. 

As to an income tax the state 
tax commission will make the fol- 
lowing specific recommendation to 


the next assembly: 

“Land and personal property are 
taxed because they cannot escape 
the assessor’s eye. They are made 
to pay their part of taxes accord- 
ing to their value, at least theoret- 
ically. There are professional men, 
making enormous incomes, who pay 
nothing, practically, because they 
own no tangible property. Their 
deposits, cash on hand and custom- 
er’s accounts cannot be found by 
the assessor. The imposition of an 
income tax on net earnings along 
with the ad valorem tax will reach 
practicaly all who should contribute 
funds for the support of the state 
government. With the offset of one 
against the other, there will not 
be double taxation.” 


An Appeal From 
Former Atlantan 


Editor Constitution: In 1910 a 
famous criminal had been chased 
over ocean and continent. Béing 
finally captured and brought to just 
punishment, a newspaper produced a 
cartoon representing an arm extend- 
ing across our continent. In the 
grasp of the hand of that arm was 
the sald fugitive. On the mighty 
arm was the potent inscription, “The 
Law.“ In The Literary Digest for 
August 27, 1921, is a similar car- 
toon—the law grasping a criminal 
and underneath the cartoon is this 
query, “Isn’t it about time this fel- 
low was stopped?” Atlanta now 
stands at the parting of the ways— 
on the one hand the majesty of the 
law; on the other, bunco rule. Isn't 
it about time these fellows were 
stopped? 

These cartoons recall the brave 
and successful ae 8 of Solicitor- 
General Boykin, aided by three

The chief purpose of the asso- 
ciation is to promote Christian 
citizenship and bring the govern- 
ments of cities, states and nation 
into harmony with the declarations 
of the fathers of the nation and 
the supreme court ofithe country 
that “this is a Christian nation.” 

It presents strong opposition to 
all propaganda, legislation and 
customs given the license of law 
or toleration, that tend to destroy 
the morals and the morale of the 
Amercan people. In its membership 
are found in every state men and 
women of the highest positions and 
reputations for solid piety, em- 
bracing governors, senators and 
representatives in congress, judges 
of federal and state courts and 
eminent educators, bankers, busi- 
ness men and workingmen, 

The first world’s conference held 
by the association was at Philadel- 
phia in 1910, and attracted partici- 
pants of fame and influence from 
many nations. 

The second was at Portland, 
Oregon, in 1913, and was even 
more notable for its character and 
its influence upon public opinion, 
especially on the Pacific coast, in 
Japan and in China. 

The third was at Pittsburg in 
1919, held in the great Syria 
Mosque of the Mystic Shrine, and 
attended by men and women of 
fame from forty-two nations. That 
conference, joined in by Charles 
Evans Hughes, present secretary 
of state, and addressed by him in 
the interest of applying the golden 
rule to international relations, re- 
Solved to hold the next world’s 
conference in 1923. 

Because of the outstanding char- 
acter of the south as the home of 
Christian ideals, it is urged that 
this forthcoming conference should 
be held somewhere south of Mason 
and Dixon’s line. 


| HEALTH TALKS

ACTIVE AND PASSIVE SWEATING 
Popular misinterpretation of medi- 


cal procedures accounts for the fal- 
lacy that one can sweat poison or 
accumulated waste matters out of 
the body. 

The amount of poison or waste 
matter excreted in the amount of 
Sweating you or I would care to do 
in a day is scarcely worth consider- 
ing, as compared with the amounts 
excreted by way of the kidneys, in- 
testines and lungs. Anyway, it is not 
so much a question of how much of 
such poisons or waste matters we 
excrete through the emunctories; it 
is a question of how completely we 
can oxidize or burn up such poisons 
within the body. 

Sweating is a good thing, how- 
ever. Few of us do enough sweat- 


ing for the good of our health. 
Somehow there is a silly notion that 
SWeating is vulgar or unrefined, 
that is, active sweating. The same 
sad specimen that harbors that no- 
tion generally imagines that passive 
sweating, as in a Turkish bath, is 
not only a fashionable, but algo a 
beneficial indulgence. The benefit, 
if any, is psychological, not physi- 
cal. Passive sweating eliminates 
even less poison from the body than 
active sweating does. Active sweat- 
ing is the kind you attain through 
your own effort. 

Active sweating is good because it 
is a pretty sure indicator of in- 
creased metabolism, which means 
more complete oxidation or more 
thorough combustion, more life. 
Every one who is not physically dis- 
abled or restricted to rest by the 
order of his physician should man- 
age to do some active sweating, in 
one way or another, every day, but 
more particularly in the winter time, 
as a sort of health insurance. 


Sudden chilling of the surface fol- 
lowing active sweating is likely to 


cause soreness and stiffness of the 
muscles one has just been exerting. 
Some people like to term this 
“catching cold.” Well, I have no 
Objection to such description, if only 
they, would limit the term to such a 
state. Sudden chilling following 
assive sweating is absolutely harm- 
ess and unobjectionable: indeed, it 
may be that a cold shower, or a cold 
air bath, it matters little which, is 
the one really good thing about a 
Turkish bath for the average over- 
fed, under-exercised mollycoddle. 
Such a sudden chilling has, or should 
have, a stimulating effect, which is 
shown by the pleasant warm. reac- 
tion afterward. 

Is a bath necessary after active 
sweating? Of course not. Ien’t the 
horse a healthy animal? and all he 
gets is a dry rub after a race. 

Is a bath, hot or cold or medium, 
safe after active sweating? That 
depends on the individual. If you 
are young and vigorous and sure of 
your reaction, then a cool shower is 
safe enough after vigorous exercise. 
If in doubt, a tepid or even a warm 
bath is preferable. Personally, I pre- 
fer a cool air bath, if I can get it, 
and a rub with a dry towel. 

Should one drink little or much 


water when sweating, and cold or 
warm? All the naturally cold wa- 
ter you want, but never ice cold or 
iced drinks.

To the High School Boys and Girls 
of Atlanta: 

My Dear Friends: If there is one 
group of Atlanta citizens whom I 
can address and who will listen to 
what I may say and believe it, that 
group is made up of young people 
who attend the high schools of At- 
lanta, both public and private. I 
appeal to you to help us to main- 
tain a high standard for the Atlanta 
schools. 


Boys and girls, the situation 
which faces us is very critical.

U. S. RELIEF 
HAS BEGUN. 

Riga, August 29.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—A Moscow message 
to the Letvian Telegraph agency 
says the soviet government dis- 
solved the non-partisan Russian re- 
lief committee because it refused 
to adhere to the decision of the gov- 
ernment of August 18, which or- 
dered Gorky’s cOmmittee not to go 
abroad, but to proceed to the famine 
area. 

Actual relief work for the starv- 
ing of soviet Russia by the Ameri- 
can relief administation was well 
under way today. 

The first food shipment of 600 
tons of rice and sugar for the chil- 
dren of Moscow arrived in Riga 
from Danzig today on board a char- 
tered German vessel. The local 
soviet authorities so quickly ar- 
ranged the unloading of the steamer 
that the first twelvecarloads are 
expected to start for Moscow this 
evening. arriving there probably on 
Thursday. 

Two more Amercan relief adminis- 
tration parties started from here for 
Russia tonight. The first was led 
by C. H. Bowden, who was recently 
stationed at Budapest, and he will 
be in charge of the relief work at 
Petrograd. The second party in- 
cludes Elmer C. Burland, who was 
recently at Vienna: Dr. Golder, of 
LeLand Stanford university, and J. 
Rives Childs, of Lynchburg, Va., who 
will reinforce the Moscow staff. 


SAFETY VAULT RAD 
NETS $250,000 LOOT 


Chicago, August 29.—The raid on 
the safe depusit vaults of the Se- 
curity Safe Deposit company, in the 
Masonic temple, last night by four 
unmasked robbers, netted the ban- 
dits about $250,000, it was esti- 
mated today. 

The robbers escaped after a leis- 
urely search of seventeen safety 
deposit boxes, although they over- 
looked $40,000 in one thousand dol- 
lar bills in one box. 

Today Michael Hughes, chief of 
detectives, characterized the affair 
as an “inside job,” and held the 
two custodians of the vaults, who, 
he said, told contradictory stories. 
Three other suspects. have been 
taken into custody. 

The four robbers, 
appeared at the vaults, which are 
Said to hold valuables worth $1,- 
000,000, about 8 o’clock. One of 
them applied for a safety deposit 
box. When the doors to the vaults 
were opened, the robbers bound the 
custodians and then proceeded with 
lead mallets to open several] boxes, 

They were fired on when leaving 
the bank more than an hour later, 
but escaped unhurt. A few seconds 
later policemen from four stations, 
a rifle squad and many detectives 
were swarming the building. The 
safety deposit boxes robbed are 
kept open night and day, and are 
patronized extensively by those de- 
siring to make deposits after bank- 
ing hours,
